The ordinary work of the prison requires the labor of about the same nnm- 

l3er of men from year to year, and coneeqnently any diminntion in the nnmber 

of coavicts necessarily resalts in the lessening of the nnmber on contract labor, 

tihnB materially reducing the earnings of the prison. It is safe to say that the 

rednction of one hundred in the nnmber of convicts is equivalent to a reduction 

of from ten thousand to fifteen thoneand dollars per year in the earnings of the 

prison. The men conld all be profitably employed at from sixty to eighty cents 

per day. If at siity cents, and calling the nnmber of working days for the 

^ear 306, the earnings would be tl8,3G0. The additional expense to the prison 

'woold consist principally in the food and clothing of the one hundred convicts, 

'which, including the lose of work from sickness and all other contingencies, 

wonld not exceed the sum of fire to six thousand dollars. 

The ezpenaes of the prison have been increased also by the law of 1881, No. 
162, fixing the salaries of the officers of the prison. 

Also by the high comparative cost of almost every article of food for the past 
two years. 

&n additional increase in the expenses of the prison in 1862 was caused by 
the failure of the coal in the old mine that had hitherto been worked. This 
failed unexpectedly early in the season. Before the new shaft on the land 
recently purchased could be brought into operation, it became necessary to 
purchase for the nse of the prison 1,060 tons of coal, at a cost of 12,820.58. 
This item of cash expenditure we consider an exceptional one, and the necessity 
for it is not likely to occur ag^n soon. 

The prospect for an iacrease in the net earnings of the prison is not encour- 
aging. The necessary expenses do not decrease in proportion to the diminution 
in the number of convicts. It requires as many keepers and guards to take 
care of seven hundred men as eight hundred, and the expense, except for sub- 
sistence, would be only a small per cent larger with one thonsai^ convicts 
instead of the present number. It is also noticeable that the proportion of old, 
infirm men, — men who do not contribute to the earnings of the prison, is 
increasing. This grows ont of the tact, we suppose, that the larger portion of 
the youuger and more able bodied convicts are sent to other prisons. It would 
Eeem to be a wise policy that those who are convicted of crime and sentenced 
to serve a term m prison as a punishment for their crime, should be placed 
where they can not only earn their living but a snrplns over and above their 
Hnppon. It is reasonable that the State should be repaid by the labor of the 
coDvict for the trouble and expense it has incurred in consequence of his mis- 
deeds.

NEW C0NTEACT8. 

The contract of Schultz, Sattler & Co., for fifty men at forty-five cents per 
day, expired on the 30th day of September, A. D. 1882. In anticipation of the 
termiuntion of this contract at that time, proposals for convict labor were 
advertised for, on the 16th day of November, 1881, and on the 16ih day of 
December, 1881, bids were received and a contract awarded to the Austin, 
Tomtinson & Webster Manufacturing Co. for 75 men for ten years from the 
let dny of October, A. D. 1883, at seventy cents per day. 

The contract of Pingree & Smith, for 50 men at 45 cents per day, also termi- 
nated on the 30th day of September, 1882. On the 3rd day of March. 188?, 
proposals were solicited by advertisement for the labor of those men. On (be 
6th day of April, 1882, bids were received, and a contract awarded to Julin H. 
ffinterbotham for 50 men for 5 years at eighty-six and one half (SCJ) cents 
per day. 

It is the rule, well understood by all contractors, that if the prison h.is not 
men enough to fill all of the contracts those prior in date are entiOed to tlieir 
foil number before men can be supplied to any new contract. Owing to the

All officers not actually eiigased on other prison 

duty will habitually attend the sessions of this class. 

Rule 120. Special rules of order, not in conflict with other rules, for the 

direction and management of the prison school, m:iy from time to time be

seded by other rules or orders by the board of inspectors or by the warden. 

To regulate the attendance of the convicts and to produce the greatest good 

"^ therefrom, the following rules, 90 and 91, were adopted.

"^ at the prison school, and to pnrsue diligent'y the studies assigned to tbem. 
i QOf l»'iif niTi Bepeated failure in recitations will be an evidence of a lack of the required 

diligence, and will be a breach of this rule. 

Rule 91. The convicts excepted from the requirements of Rule 90 are those 

employed on necessary prison night work, also those mentally incompetent to 

ion (iitMttC''' receive instruction, the sick, and those physically unable, from old age or 
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We baye been carefnl to inveatigat* the proeessea and resalba of the estab- 
lisbmeDt of the school, and ve believe its auccese has been all that could rea- 
sonably have been anticipated. The greatest drawback at preseDt te the want 
of suitnble room. In the addendnm to the report of the warden, 1880, is 
the following: 

" The cbupel ie used as a GChooI-rooiu, and the moat is made of its capacity, 
but, except the lower classes which recite each eveninji;, it is found impossible 
to get through with the classes oftener than once fn two weeks; while, under 
the present limited amount of room available for school purposes, the benefit 
to the convict is marked, very much better results could be reached with the 
same corps of Instniolors if the prison were furnished with a building, property 
divided and furnished for educational purposes." 

To the liberality of the Legislature, at its last session, is owing the fact that 
ftsnituble building is now being erected, and will be soon completed. This 
building, besides furnishing much needed room for other purposes, will be all 
that is required for the best arrangement of the school. The Legislature having 
provided by law that "a school shall be maintained in the prison for the edu- 
cation of couvicts coiiBned therein," and having appropriated the sum of 
tbirty-five tbouaaiid dollars for the erection of a building "two stories in 
height, one hundred jind thirty-two feet in length, and fifty-nine feet in width," 
" the second story to be divided into suitable rooma for the accommodation of 
prison school," the board of iospectora are relieved of all discretion in the mat- 
ter, and hace only to carry out the wishes of the Legislature, which they have 
endenvortd to Jo. 

APPBOPBIA.TIOIfS. 

By net No. 3G4 oT the Legislature of 1881 an appropriation is made for the 
years 1^81 :ind 1882, of the sum of thirty-eight thousand dollars, to be 
expended for repairs and improvements to the State prison: 

lat. For erecting a building two stories in height, one hundred and thirty- 
two (eet in length by fifty-nine feet in width, with a cellar under the whole 
building, the first story to be used aa a general atorage-room for prison supplies, 
and the second story to be divided into suitable rooms for the accommodation 
of the (irisoii school. Iwmty-two thousand doftars. 

2d, For rebuilding the old portion of the shop occupied by the Withington 
& Cootey Mann file til ring Co., one hundred and seventy feet long by one hun- 
dred ar.d twelve feet wide, sixteen thousand-dollars. 

The needs of the prisoa being nrgent, the plans for the first-named building 
were prepared uihI bids advertised for in accordance with the provisions of the 
act; but no bid being received that came within the appropriation, the con- 
tract was not let. 

It having been demonstrated that such buildings as were needed, and which 
had been designed, could not be erected for the sum appropriated, the fact was 
reported to iht- LegialiUiire at the extra session of 1883. At that session an 
additional appropriation was made of thirteen thousand dollars for the first 
named building, .and four thousand for the eecond above named, making in all 
thirty-tive thousand for one and twenty thousand for the other. In pursuance 
of the law proposals were aolicited by advertisement for the erection of the two 
building*, and on the 17th day of May, 1882, bids were received for the first 
named building from sundry persons, aud the contract was awarded to Richard, 
Dauby & Co., lor the sum of %i7,30l..!i0. This does not include the heating 
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and Beating of the building. Tlie work is well along, aud it is expected to be 
completed in early winter. 

On the 8l8t day of June, 1882, bids were received for tlie erection of the 
faailding second above named, proposals having been advertised for in accord- 
ance with the law. The contract was let to Isaac Osgood & Co. for tlie sam of 
$18,958.73. This bTiilding is now Bubatantially completed and a portion of it ia 
occupied. This is a model shop, and has no superior any where for the ptirposes 
for which it was intended. 

The item for repairs will be somewhat large from year to year. The old 
shops are in a condition to require constant atteution and yearly expenditures 
for repairs. We are not disposed however to recommend any fnrtlier appro- 
priation for building at present. We think all who have the beat interests of 
this institntion at heart should feel grateful for the appropriations hitherto 
made ; but while feeling that the Xiegislature would willingly gratit all that ia 
necessary for the improvement of the prison, we desire to ask uothmg that 
absolute necesaity does not seem to demand.

To this account is charged 5,194 days' work of convict labor. If no other 
element than convict labor in the cost of production is considered, the earnings 
are equal to tl.28 per man per day. 

All of the coal mined in 1881 was from the old shaft — none of it coming 
from the land recently purchased. It was the opinion of the supeiintentlent 
that a supply for another year could be obtained from the same source, !ind it 
was intended to sink a shaft on the new land to be ready for operation when 
needed, but unexpectedly and suddenly the coal accessible from the old shaft 
gave out early in the year; this made it necessary to purchase conl lor prison 
supply, from the time of the failure until the new works could be got into 
operation. 

The coal account for 1882 is as follows:

The cost of the coal purchased ivaa (2.50 per ton at the mines or 12.7.') deliv- 
ered; a portion was delivered, and the aggregate cost of coal purclia^ed was 
12,820.58. Estimating the 1,749 tons mined at ti.lb per ton it amounts to 
$4,809.25. The aggregate value of cool mined and coal purchased is *7,630.33 
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The works at tbc new shaft are now operating favorably, and it is hoped tbat 
nothing will happen in the future to prevent the steady prodaction of a fall 
supply of coal.

OTEE WOBK. 

Uany people outside the prison have been led to believe that convicts are 
overworked. Especially under the contract system, it is supposed that the 
selflsh interest of the contractors leada them to demand the largest amount of 
labor possible, and that in this way, for the purpose of increasing the products 
of the men, an unreasonable amount of labor is required, and that the convicts 
are driven by a fear of punishment of some sort to conform to these require- 
mcntf. We think this a mistaken idea. The contractors are men no more 
nor any less selfish than other men, and they well know that their beat inter- 
ests are enbserved by treating their men fairly and by exacting no more from 
them than is just and reasonable. The system pursued is similar to that in 
free labor shops. Just as far as the nature of the work ie such as to render it 
allowable the men are given task work, or piece work as it would be called in 
outside shops. Of course this task work operates nueqnally in some respects, 
for while the more intelligent and ingenious men will get their ten hours' work 
in six or eight hours, the duller or more unwilling man will work the whole 
time and thfen sometimes fail to complete his task. This is an exception to the 
general rnle, and whenever such a case is reported an investigation is made to 
find where the fault lies, and there is caro taken that the tasks imposed npon 
the men are not over-burdensome. As evidence that these tasks are not oppres- 
sive, we stale the important fact that convicts working ou contracts, during 
the year 1881, by voluntary over-work, earned for themselves the sum of nin» 
thousand four hundred aitd eighty-five dollars and eighly-five cents, and during 
1882 the sum of eleven thousand one hundred and fifty-four dollars and seventy- 
five cants, making for the two years the snm of twenty thousand six hundred 
and forty-om dollars and sixty cents. This sum has been paid by the contract- 
ors to the prison, and been credited to the convicts in proportion to their sev- 
eral earnings. This money is in many cases remitted by the convict to his fam- 
ily, and what remains, if any, is paid to him at the expiration of his term. It 
i& not unreasonable to suppose that some at least have in this way done more 
for the comfort of their families than they would have done had they remained 
outside. 

6TEBET PAVING. 

The city council of Jackson have, by ordinance, decided to pave Cooper 
street from Ganson street to North street. Cooper street is one of large gen- 
eral travel. The entrance gate to the prisou yard is from this street, and as a 
consequence all the heavy teaming of the prison contractors, as welt as the 
work of the prison itself, must necessarily pass over this portion of Cooper 
street in going in either direction from the prison gate. The street being level 
and no drainage, is almost impassable except during the dry months of summer 
and the freezing weather in winter. It is a necessity that something should 
be done to improve the street, and the city has decided to pave it. The prison 
land adjoins this street on both sides for over 50 rods. The city pays two- 
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thirds ol' the cost of paving from a general fund and one-third ia assessed npou 
adjoining property. The prison will get great benefit from this pavement, and 
it wonld seem to bo riglit for the State to pay its proportion of one-third of the 
cost through the prison grounds. The board of inspectors, thiniiiiig it at least 
donbtful vhether they have the pover to appropriate prison earnings for any 
such purpose, think it proper to ask an appropriation by the legislature of 
91,800, which is estimated to be one-third of the cost of the pavement through 
the prison land. 

THE NEW SBWER. 

Among other improvements, an important one has been in progress ainoe 
1878 and completed daring the past year. This is a sewer from the river, 
passing the prison on the north, and connecting with it, and reaching the low 
lands belonging to the State east of the prison. These lands have Ixen of 
very little comparative value, owing to the dificnlty of drainage, but with 
proper drainage the land was certain to be very productive. For the parpose 
of draining this land, as well as for the purpose of furnishing larger sewer 
facilities to the prison proper, this work was begun in 1878, with the view of 
progressing with it more or less rapidly according as the work would more or 
less interfere with the ordinary and necessary worlf of tlie prison. 

From the memorandum kept by Mr. Lame, the yard master, given below, an 
idea of the work and its cost can be obtained. 

A'or/A Sewer. 

The north sewer, so called, was begun Feb. 6, 1878, and was finished in 
March, 1882. Length of sewer 1,756 ft.; greatest depth, 28 ft.; average depth, 
19 ft. Two-thirds of depth, sand rock; 1,360 ft. waa open ditch, afterward 
filled in. Tunneled 390 ft. on east end throngh sand rock. Fall from sarface 
of marsh to bottom of ditoli at railroad, 17^ ft. ; grade 2 in. per 100 ft.; tnnuel 
at marsb, 14^ ft. below surface. Eight feet perpendicular fall at inlet. Object 
of sewer three fold : (1) Outlet for prison sewerage ; (2) to drain coal mine ; 
(3) to drain marsh east of Cooper street. Water-closets from east tier of shops 
and from cigar shop connect with sewer. It has drained coal mine four years. 

Oonnection was made with drains east of Cooper street in March last, since 
which time it has been in sncceBafnl operation, showing sufficient capacity to 
drain all State lands. Coal mine, during the four years above mentioned, 
yielded an average of 2,000 tons of coal per year.

FARU PBODOCTS. 

The small amount of land cultivated famishes as large if not a larger 
per cent of profit than any other industry of the prison. Aboat tjisteeu acres 
are in a condition to be profitably worked, and this is mostly done by men who 
woald not be available for work iu the shops. Of course it is I'easonable to 
snppuEc that the income from a small piece of land, highly cultivated, may be 
more in proportion than from the working of a much larger area. There are 
from sixteen to eighteen acres more of prison land that can be made available 
for furrn and garden production, and it ia safe to say that when this addi- 
tional land is underdrained and put into condition for use, we can reasonably 
expect, notwithstanding the larger area, that the income from the whole will 
be as largo in proportion from the land cultivated as at present.

Six hundred and eighty-five days of this class of work produced the 
above result, being an average of 3 3-5 men per day for each working day of 
the six mouths required to plant, tend, and harvest the crops raised."

To this is to be charged, as above, 1,4C5 days' work, snch work as is described 
ahove. 

On the 7th day of July, 1883, Mr. F. S. Clark tendered his resignation aa 
clerk of the prison. Mr. Clark h.id faithlnlly discharged the duties of clerk 
for more than ten years. His resignation was accepted, he to continue to dis- 
charge the duties until liis eaccessor should be appointed. On the 3 tst of July 
the board, after dne consideration, appointed Mr. James 3. Covell to the place. 
We are satisfied that Mr. Ooveli is thoroughly competent, and will perform the 
work of the office faithfully and correctly. 

Tbe affairs of the prision, as far as we are able to judge, have been well and 
faithfully managed, and wherever there have been any defects the constant aim 
has been in thedirection of improvement The changes that have been made 
from time to time in the working forces have been favorable to discipline and 
good order, ard to the economical and thorough administration of the business 
of the prison. The working of the different departments has been bo syste- 
matized, and tbe plan of accounting so perfected, as to reduce waste to the 
minimum amount, and to render it scarcely possible for losses to occur, from 
mistakes or from peculation. Reformatory influences have been kept constantly 
in mind, and the arduous labors of the chaplain, seconded by all in anthority, 
for tbe moral improvement of the convict, has at least deserved success. The 
degree of success cannot be measured, yet we believe that among the hardened 
many there is here and there a case that is proof that the labor has not been in 
vain.

It will be noted that, as compared with the prior year, there has been for the 
year juat closed a falling off in net earnings, as also an increase in the rnnning 
exjieiises of the prison. 

The decrease iii earnings is consequent upon the falling of in the number of 
convicts available for contract labor. The labor contracts were none of them 
filled, while there was a demand for a greater number of convicts than were 
required ti> Gil the several contracts for convict labor. There has been no time 
dtiriog the year now closed that from one linndred and fifty to two hundred 
coQvicts additional to our Dumber would have been readily placed at labor 
uniier the existing contracts. 

The increased expenses are dne to higher prices for salaries and for prison 
supplies necessary for current use. 

In the above statement of de|jartmental expenses, the transuctioas through 
tliG several departments cover classes of expenses as follows, viz.: 
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The Chaplains Department is charged with the cost oi additiooa lo «nd the 
expense and cure of tiie convict library, the cost of convict com^pondenc«'. 
and the expenses incident to the chapel exercises; 

The Physician's Department is charged witli medicines parchased, wit& 
hospital snpplics, and with the food consauied by convicts off dnt.y bccaasc of 
ill health or other hodily disability, and hy convicts employed in and ubonC 
the hoapitttl; 

Tha Hull master's Department haa charge of that, part of the prison build- 
ings occnpied by the convicts not in hospiciil or asylum, and bears the expense 
of keeping the cells in order and supplied with beds and such other fixtures aa 
are furnished for convicts' use in the cells ; the cost of the oil used for light- 
ing tlie prison is alao an expense of this department, and to it is ebargeU Ihe 
Boap and tobacco boupht lor use by convicts; 

The Engineer s Deparhncnl takes care of the steam heating apparatus and 
macliinery of the prison, and is charged with the fuel used under tlie boilers; 

The iStewariVs JJeparlmcul furnishes the ralions for all convicts not fed from 
the hospital or at the osjium, aud is charged also with the wear and loss ia the 
kitchen and dining-room furniture and fixtures; 

The Ctol/iiiiff Depftrfment is charged with the material bought for convict** 
clothing and shoes; manufactures the clothing and shoes, keeps them in repair, 
and bears the expense of the laundry, of the convict bathing room, and of the 
convict shaving, as also ol' the wear and repair of the tools, furniture and Gx- 
hires of the department; 

The Yard Maater'a Department bears the expense of keeping the live Stock 
of tlie prison, of the wear and repair of the wagons and other tools aud appli- 
auces used in carrying on prison work outside of the prison yard, and also with 
the -wood purchased, and with the handling aud care of the same; 

The CnrpentcriC Deparlmenl is churgpu with the exporiM of the oavpeutera' 
shop, and with tlie wear and repair of the tools aud fixtures used by the prisou 
carpenters; 

The Amjluiii expenses cover the co.Tt of warming the asylum building, of tha 
food consumed by those confined therein, of their bedding, and of the wear and 
repair of the furniture and fixtures belonging to the building.

Cotidensing these specific titles nnder general heads, it is found that of ttio above 
7,439 persona, 5,369wereconvictedof offenses against property, 1,093 of offenses 
against the lives and persons of individuals, 568 of forgery and counterfeiting, 
304 of offenses against chastity, morality, and decency, 147 of offenses against 
public justice, and eight of nnclassified offenses.

BIBLE BCHOOL. 

In the matter of attendance) this school shows about the same proportion as 
last year. But the intelligence exhibited in study has greatly improved. And 
the iuterest of the scholars has improved as largely. The internationtil series 
of lessons is used. There is one class in the school none of the members of 
nhioh can read sufficiently well to aid themselves very much by study. This 
class is successfully taught by one of the prisoners. 

Each of the eighteen classes except three is also tanght by prisonen, who 
exhibit a candid and earnest attachment to their work. 

TEACHEBS' UEETIKGB. 

The average attendance in this meeting is quite uniform but less than that 
of last year. And this is so because the places of those whose term of impris- 
onment has expired have not been filled. This nieeting would compare favora- 
bly with those of its kind elsewhere in study, in kindliness of feeling, in prayer 
and praise. 

PRAYEK UBETIHOB. 

Home one has expressed astonishment by saying: A prayer meeting in a 
prison 1 No need of euch surprise expressed or unexpressed. The men praying 
here in our meetings are just tbe class of men the churches would be greatly 
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ancooragod to seo in their nieetinga and to liear tliein prny and speak thore. 
The BBiitence o( the court is not iutendud to baiiiah a inun from the throne of 
grace, nor does it do bo. During the laat threo months of the year each alter- 
nate prayor meeting has given place to a biblo nteetiiig, the subject of study 
for the meeting being the regolar K'sson for the iveek. Tliis change seems to 
have beeu for the better iatereat of tlie men who has'O attended. 

These bible meetings may be regarded aa three bible clasaes, one of 
fifty scholars, one of about forty-seven, and one of about ono liundred and 
twenty-two Gcholars. The uttention of those present is nearly universal, and 
holds out quite fairly to the end. It will be noticed that the average att«ud- 
anco as given for Tuesday and Thursday evenings is less the past year than in 
the precedingyoar, while the average attendance on tjunday evening is increased. 
ThB explanation is this: The evening school takes precedence of the meeting 
in the matter of attendance. 

Of these meetings very little shocild be said by me or by others, because of 
the peculiar circunietances and surroundings. Our expressions of apjiraval or 
disapproval, of confidence or of doubt, should be suppressed, but fervent prayer 
ahould be made, and a ainccro tiod-speed felt and expressed b; every nell- 
Dieauing citizen. It voutd he gratifying to me to say more, but it becomes me 
to speak briefly of these thiuga and with caution. 

COBRGSPONDEMCE. 

The regulation under which correspondenco has been conducted the past 
yoar ia nearly the same aa that regulating letter writing the previous year. In 
the character of the letters written, however, there is marked and gratifying 
improvement, and in consequence the number of letters I have been compelled 
to retain is little more than half of that of last year. The improvemeat 
noticed iu character of correspondence mailed shonld, no doubt, be attributed 
in part at least to the discipline and study of the evening school. 

HESULTS Og WORK. 

This requirement of the law is difficult to meet, but something must be said 
in compliance with that requisition. I have no desire to assume a perfect or 
an evident eSuct in the case of each man who attends the Lord's day school or 
the evening meetings. The result of attendiince, however, as it is seen, ranges 
all the way, as the churcli would judge, from u true, believing, trusting, work- 
•"yi gospel life, succeeded by examples less satisfactory, and decreasing thus, 
Dutil effect, change, or improvement fails to appear, as the other end of the 
list of attendance is approached. This ia as gospel results will everywhere be 
seen, and us every statement of such results should be presented. And does 
not the statement justify the expendiiure and the work? If by gospel means 
some men ai-o prevented from the commission ot further crimes against ths 
State, it is good policy to employ these moans. And if it be further true that 
some men aie saved from future punishment by the application of those means 
iu prison management, tlie State does welt to employ the gospel of God within 
prisou walls. 

Wo are now in the fifth year ot our prayer and conference meetings, and 
the spiritual interest of the meetings Ima at no tinm decline^. Kor have any 
of the men who have attended those meetings and fully giveu themselves to 
the Lord, ns the gospel rerinircs, in confession of sin, iu prayer, in cross-bear- 
ing, in Ohi'istian work, fearing God and not men, been returned to prison af tor 
thoy have beeu discharged. 
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Attendance on prayer- meeting and Sunday School ia purely volantarj. 
Each man is informed the day he is received in the prison that there is 
such a school and such a meeting, and that attendance is optional, and at hia 
personal request hip number is placed on either or both of those lists. 

The proportion of those attending the Lord's day school is abont oue*fourtli 
of those who might attend ; loss, scarce one-sixth. The proportiou of those 
attending prayer-meeting is nearly one-half of those who miglit attend. 

Since writing the above an effort has been commenced to grade the evenitiK 
meetings, and the effort appears to promise well. 

It must be readily seen I should not attempt to give the results of my work 
for the year iu figures, but I can confidently say there is a marked improve- 
ment in gospel knowledge, in Christian life, and in general conduct in the 
meetings. Men are being converted to Qod and are growing iu grace and ia 
the knowledge of our Saviour, Jesus Gbriat. 

It is known to you that the law gives each prisoner the privilege of cboioo in 
bibles. This provision of the law is strictly complied with. When a man is 
received an interview is had with him, in the course of which he is asked if he 
wishes a bible. If he answers in the negative, no bible is placed in his Cell; if 
in the affirmative, he is further asked what bible he prefers, and the bible of 
his choice is given htm. If he declines to make a choice at the time no bible 
is gireu bim until he makes a selection. The same method is pursued in 
relation to prayer books. £very man is counseled to read and follow his bible, 
and to make good use of his prayer book. 

Denominationalism is untaught and uucared for in the gospel service of the 
prison. Every man is advised to hold fast to his former ecclesiastical rela- 
tions. Nothing further is sought in the gospel ministrations of the prison 
than this, viz. : that each man give heart and life to Uhrist and Qis cause, and 
trust the love of God onto the eternal salvation of his soul. And those vital 
things are presented and urged with a singlouess of purpose which recognizes 
no diversion and will listen to no qualiScations. 

IN CONCLDaiON, 

I feel it becomes me, gentlemen, to express to you my appreciation of the 
moral and official support you have given mo the past twelve months, and to 
furtjer express to you, and to all the officers with whom I have been associated, 
the gratitude I feel for tlie kindly counsel, the prompt support and the gener- 
ous consideration extended to me in every department of mv work.
